Multi-Use Radio System 
(MURS) 


The MURS was officially adopted by the FCC 
on November 15, 2000 and uses narrowband 
FM with a maximum effective radiated power of 
2 watts. MURS is intended for hand-held, 
short-range local mobile communications and 
does not require a license. 


MURS 1 = 151.820 MHz 
MURS 2 = 151.880 MHz 
MURS 3 = 151.940 MHz 
MURS 4 = 154.570 MHz 
MURS 5 = 154.600 MHz
